Mary Dischino, 15 Glenbrook Road, is concerned about the enforcement of the alcohol license. She is concerned 
because of all the teenagers that will be at the park and also how they are going to handle the waste material from 
said establishment.

Article 16 Bylaw Amendment/Safe Streets 
(tabled from 2/25/13 meeting) 

Town Manager Chapdelaine stated the bylaw doesn't set a standard for road projects to meet and may not be 
applicable or enforceable in most situations. Mr. Greeley stated that the Board agrees with the intent but it is the 
applicability of it. Mr. Greeley also stated that he can't think of any project where the Board did not think of pedestrian 
safety first. 

Mr. Curro moved no action. SO VOTED (5-0) 



Article 19 To Reestablish the Noise Abatement Committee 
The Board thanked Ms. Leary for bringing this issue before them, but has concerns about 
reestablishing this committee. 

The Selectmen will meetwith Ms. Leary, Mr. Curro, Mrs. Mahon, Director of Public Health, Christine Connolly, and 
Town Manager Chapdelaine to look at whether it is feasible to establish a new noise committee. 

Mrs. Mahon moved no action. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Article 22 Home Rule Legislation/Municipal Finance Department 
The Selectmen recommended no action on this article. Mr. Chapdelaine stated that the 
Finance Committee expressed concerns about the proposal leading him to believe that the 
Town is not yet ready to move forward with it. 

Mr. Hayner, speaking as a Town Meeting Member stated to his knowledge the School Committee never voted to 
be part of the DOR study report. Mr. Chapdelaine stated that he disagreed with Mr. Hayner and that Diane Johnson, 
CFO School Department, and Payroll Director, Julie McLaughlin, were on the Coordinated Finance Stakeholder 
Group. 

Stephen Gilligan, Town Treasurer/Collector stated that the DOR Report has never been vetted. 

Mr. Gilligan stated that the Town Manger Act is already strong enough without giving the 
Town Manager additional authority. 

Ms. Jennifer Watson, Town Meeting Member, agreed with Mr. Gilligan. As a voter, 

she thinks checks and balances have been built into Arlington's Town Manager Act. She feels 

that one can't be hastyin making important changes. 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated that the CFSG as part of its process went through all the findings 
of the DOR report and discussed them as a group. Mr. Chapdelaine stated the Town should 
continue to pursue financial coordination in the future. 

Mr. Byrne, a member of the group stated they worked diligently on several topics, and hopes 
to address it again in the not so faraway future which he thinks is in the best interest of the 
Town. Mr. Curro also stated the reorganization should happen in the future. 

Mr. Dunn and Mr. Greeleystated theyare committed to the reorganization and feel that this is very important for our 
future. 

Mrs. Mahon moved no action. SO VOTED (4-1) 

Mr. Greeley voted in the negative.

The Selectmen voted unanimously to recommend favorable action. SO VOTED (5-0) 

STM Article 4 Bylaw Amendment/Sale of Drinking Water in Single-Serve Pet Bottles 

AmyCurrul proposed a bottle water ban for Arlington and presented her arguments to the Board of Selectmen as to 
why we should have a bottle water ban. Also in support of the Article were 

Sonia Zacherand Marina Milan. Ms. Currul stated that buying soda should not be the natural alternative to buying 
bottled water, but carrying a reusable water bottle should be the natural alternative. Although the Board did not 
support her Article, the Board commended herfor 

the work that she has done and feel that it is better handled at the state level. Mr. Curro stated 
theyshould startatthe high school to remove plastic water bottles. 



Ms.Currul stated that she plans to go before Town Meeting with her article. 

Sean Harrington, 10 Woodside Lane, Precinct 15, spoke against the proposed ban. He feels this ban takes away 
residents'freedom of choice. 

Christian Klein, 54 Newport Street, Brackett School Coordinator, stated that they sell bottle water at all their events at 
the Robbins Farm and asked if there could be an exception for all "outdoor" events so that children can have access 
to bottle water. 

Ms. Currel stated that she agreed with Mr. Klein's request and thanked the Board for hearing them. 

Mrs. Mahon moved no action. SO VOTED (5-0)

The Joint Committee has been working to eliminate any adverse 
effects of flooding and other hazards in the Alewife sub-watershed area. 

Mrs. Mahon thanked Mr. Chapdelaine for his memo regarding the Comprehensive Salary Study. 

Mrs. Mahon suggested that after the Town Election maybe the Board would like to have a joint meeting with the 
School Committee. Mr. Byrne will talk to Dr Ampe to arrange a meeting in the future. 

Mr. Byrne congratulated Arlington Catholic Girls Hockey on being the runner up team in the 

Girls State Hockey Division 1 Tournament at the TD Garden Sunday morning. AC surrendered a late goal to lose 2-
